Sweep of the Suffrage 
Movement 


When one casts up general results of the recent elec- 


tion it is impossible to overlook the distinct forward 
stride made by the advocates of suffrage for women. Four 
of the five states in which men were called upon to decide 
the question of giving the ballot to women gave assent. 
It ran with Wilson to victory in Kansas, Oregon and 
Arizona, and with Roosevelt to triumph in Michigan. 
Altogether nearly 2,500,000 American women have now 
been given the ballot. In ten states, comprising more 
than one-fifth of the total, the voting privilege has been 
extended to the women, and it is a rather significant fact 
that no party as a party has "been found in opposition to 
the measure*. In a good many instances the issue has been 
dodged, but no political organization has had the temerity 
to come out into the open and fight it. 


Originating in the west, the movement has been trav- 


eling eastward with convincing stride, and a number of 
the more conservative eastern political experts are frank 
in expressing the belief that ultimately the women will 
have the ballot in every state in the union. In almost all 
of the eastern states which have not yet taken the step, 
the equal suffrage advocates are maintaining militant or- 
ganizations and are campaigning ceaselessly. Moreover, 
they are doing it effectively. Indiana is no exception to 
the rule, and in our own state much preliminary Avork has 
already been done, the results of which are likely to be- 
come more apparent in the course of a very few years. 


The question of the ballot for women is going to be 


the liveliest sort of an issue in Indiana and in all other 
states which have not recognized her right to a voice in 
governmental affairs.

The Steel 
trust, by no means careful in conserv- 
ing the "health of its men, has at last 
set aside for them a pension fund of 
S12,000,'000. Some thirty American rail- 
road lines, with SOO.OOO or more em- 
ployes, have adopted the system. 


'The general rule for ascertaining the

Nanking, China, Nov. 12.—The "back- 


to the land" movement has hit China, 
and even this financially crippled nation 
which has been busy dodging attempts 
of various financial pirates to gobble up 
her resources in exchange for a big loan 
to relieve her money stringency, is going 
to assist her citizens to cultivate the 
land. 


This is probably the first atteiript 


China has ever made to give-the poor 
a square deal and help them make a 
living from the soil. It is a result of 
the new order of affairs. Since China 
has a population of over 400,000,000 and 
is probably the richest country in the 
world in natural resources, her attempts 
to encourage settlement on her Barren 
fields will be watched with interest the 
world over. 


Prof. -Joseph Bailie of the University 


of Nanking is responsible for the "back' 
to the soil" movement. A coloniation 
association ha? already been formed and 
its purposes are set forth in the follow- 
ing statement issued by its board of 
trustees: 


"The society shall elect a committee 


of 17 members, five of whom arc to 
be foreigners and 12 Chinese. The coin

cide on the development and improve- 
ments to be put into operation. 


"All lands shall be purchased in the 


name of five Chinese and bo held br 
them in trust for the association. 
"The management is for the present

up the lands and

be to give each family sufficient land 
on which to produce a livelihood.

If paid back on nr before that 
date and the lessee has his land in a 
satisfactory state of cultivation, he may 
rent morn land on the some conditions 
as he rented the first, but the associa- 
tion will not assist him to break it up.

Every day we read .of the marvelous • 


things that have been accomplished by 
this' or that person through somebody s 
•wonderful 'system of physical culture, 
and. we think we will begin to practice 
immediately. That is as far as most of 
us go. But' some of us will attempt, 
perhaps, these different exercises only to 
drop them -after a while because we im- 
agine they take up too much of our time, 
which- means there are other things we 
like to do better. 
: It'is impossible for actresses to get as 
much exercise as it-is necessary • during 
the. long and arduous seasons; conse- 
quently, I have formed a little course of 
physical culture especially for myself, 
and they are so adequate to -my needs 
that L-have told them to many of my 
friends and now I am going to tell them 
to you. 


'The 
only 
principle 
involved 
is 


STRETCHING. Did you ever notice a 
cat dig its claws into the carpet and 
stretch after it has'been sleeping? It 
is waking' itself up—making its mus- 
cles understand "there is something do- 
ing." 
Did you ever notice a baby push 


its-little toes to the farthest ends pos- 
sible and raise its hands above its head? 
Children are always stretching, always 
climbing about, always making all their 
mnscles -work. 


'But after we grow older we become 


lazy and sometimes certain muscles go 
for days, weeks and even years without 
.being 
exercised. 
Naturally 
these 


atrophy and we wonder why we are 
•growing- old and stiff. 
I believe, how-, 


ever, if we would use all our muscles 
every day by stretching those thnt we 
dp not lise in our actual work, we could 
overcome this heaviness and keep a 
youthful contour and a youthful elas- 
ticity: to three score and ten. 
' The first thing when you wake up" in 
the morning, stretch your lungs by tak- 
ing long, deep breaths. I am going on 
the assumption that you sleep with your 
•winddws wide open. Then stretch your 
entire body by throwing your arms uo 
over your head and seeing how far you 
can push your feet down toward the 
footboard. Do not do this hastily; work 
alpwly. until you con feel the blood tingle 
to ybtir toes. Then jumping out of bed, 
,gb to the window and draw three or four 
'd«tp breaths, filling your lungs until 
they seem ready to burst. Hold the air 
•while you count four/and then let it out 
slowly through the nose. Xow take tho 
position with one arm in the air nnd th° 
other thrown back of you. bending back, 
and. yawning with your whole might. 
After yon have done this two or three 
tiineis, you taay be sure that you have 
dislodged any lazy microbe that may be 
lurking about in your system.

The first details and pictures of the 


typhoon off the China coast recently, 
which proved the most disastrous In 
years, has just been, received In this 
country. 


Hundreds of houses were leveled bv 


the force o.f the wind, which blew «t 
the rate of 97 miles an hour, and scores 
of vessels of all kinds were strewn alone 
the beach. 


Two Japanese torpedo boats anchored 


in the harbor of Keelung, Formosa, were 
swept to the rocky shores, and with the 
exception of two sailors, every person 
on board was drowned.

So strongly wa* the big tieel ship in- 


paled upon this rock that the fury of 
the waters and gale failed to move her, 
and none of the officers or crew who 
were compelled to remain on board were 
drowned. . 


When the typhoon had passed it was 


found that t^e Teasel had split com- 
pletely in two. ,The crew Sra» then res- 
cued. About one-half of the cargo, in- 
cluding $1,500,000 worth of silk, was 
saved.

NEAR TO SUEZ BATES 


Washington, Nov. 14.—President Taft 
as issued a proclamation prescribing 
le rate of toll to be paid by vessels us- 
ng the Panama canal. 
The provisions 


the proclamation follow: 
1. On merchant vessels carrying pas- 
ingers or cargo, 51.20 a net ton—each 
00 cubic feet—of actual earning ca- 
acity. 
2. On vessels in ballast without pas- 
aigers or cargo, 40 per cent, leas than 
le rate of tolls for vessels with paa- 
ngers and cargo. 
3. On naval vessels, other than tracs- 
orts, colliers, hospital ships and sup- 
ly ships, 50 cents a displacement ton. 
4. On army and navy transports, col- 
ers, hospital ships and supply ships, 
1.20 a' net ton, the vessels to be meas- 
red by the same rules as are employ- 
d in determining the net tonnage of 
erchant vessels. 
Tho secretary of war will prepare and 
rescribe rules for the measurement of 
easels. The rates may be changed on 
1 months' notice. 


Sustain Self ia Twenty Yean. 


The president based his declaration of 
ites on a report aud investigation by 
jofessor Emery E. Johnson, of the 
"niversity of Pennsylvania, designated 
y executive order for the task Ac- 
)rding to the report the Panama canal 
lould be on a self-sustaining basis in 
wenty years. It should compete suc- 
essfully with the Suez'route for the 
raffto to Europe with South American 
vest coast points and with New Zea- 
and, 
but cannot be expected to com- 


iete successfully for Europe's trade to 
be far east. 
Professor Johnson figures that the 
ate can be reduced at the end of ten 
ears to $1 a ton. 
With this rate, 


rhich he says probably will correspond 
losely with the rate that may then be 
nforced through the Suez canal, now 
virtually $1.20 a ton, the United States 


ill obtain enough'revenue from foreign 
easels'to pay all fixed charges, pro- 
ide a sinking fund of 1 per cent, to re- 
ire the Panama canal bonds and still 
find a yearly balance. 


As to Foreign' Traffic. 


_ The Johnson report shows that a for- 
ign traffic-of about 9,000,000 tons may 


be expected through the canal during 
its first two years of operation; a traf- 
fic of more than 11,000,000 tons in 1920 
and 14,000,000 tons in 1925. Although 
not contending that his estimate is final, 
Professor Johnson declares that an in- 
crease of 60 per cent a decade in ton- 
nage may be looked for. 


"A toll of $1.20 a net ton on loaded 


merchant vessels and a reduction of 40 
per cent from the standard rate in the 
case of vessels in balkst will place the 
Panama canal and its rival, the Suez 
canal, on an equal competitive footing," 
says tho report. 
"The tolls on mer- 


chant vessels should be fixed low enough 
to enable the Panama canal effectively 
to promote the commerce of the United 
States and the world; but the United 
States government is not called upon to 
make the Panama canal tolls on war- 
ships low for the purpose of lightening 
the naval burdens of foreign countries. 
In sending their warships through the 
Panama canal foreign nations should 
pay tolls high enough to cover costs 
and risks incurred by the canal author- 
ities in performing tho service ren- 
dered." 


CANAL TO COST $375,000,qpO. 


For the first two years of operation 


of the canal It is estimated the annual 
cost, inoluding all charges, will be $15,- 
500,000, and that the gross re.venue an- 
nually will be $11,400,000, When com- 
pleted ths canal will have- cost $3T5,- 
000,000.

will come, it is thought, on the rules to 
be prescribed by the secretary of war. 
for the measurement of vessels. No two 
maritime nations now havo the .Bame 
measurement rules.

AB every one who has ever lived near a 
shipyard knows. This is especially true 
of ships that are plying the tropic seas. 
There are numerous growths that at- 
tach themselves to the bottoms of ocean- 
going vessels that not only impede the 
progress of the ship through the waves, 
but weight it down-to such an extent 
that it loses some of its cargo-carrying 
capacity. 


Then, too, the little marine animals 


cause the steel plates to corrode. The 
result is that vessels must be docked 
once in a while aad. the bottom carefully 
scraped.
